MINE TAX _ DISCUSSED 


Operators Present Schedule on 
Which They Will Resume 
Work. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 4.—Fur- 
ther consideration by the Arerican- 
Mexican joint commission was given to- 
day to a plan of border contro! proposed 
by the Mexican members. It was re- 
garded as probable that Gen. Tasker H. 


Bliss, assistant chief of staff of the 
United States Army, would appear be- 
fore the American commission in an ad- 
visory capacity. 

That the plan which involves the with- 
drawal of Gen. Pershing’s forces would 
be adopted prior:-to a definite under- 
standing regarding Gen. Carranza’s at- 
titude respecting the reopening of mines 
and other industries was regarded as 
improbable. 

What they regard as an equitable 
schedule of taxes was submitted to the 
Mexican members of the Mexican- 
American Joint Commission on yester- 
day by the committee representing 
American mining interests in the 
Scuthern republic. For two hours they 
were in conference with Luis Cabera, 
head of the Mexican Commission and 
Minister of Finance of his country, and 
Alberto Pani, another member who is 
Director General of the National Rail- 
ways.

activities, improved conditions in Mex- 
ico can be confidently expected. 

Such resumption would be distinctly 
beneficial in furnishing employment to 
Mexican labor, it was said, and also 
would be a source of immediate revenue 
to the Mexican Government. The neces- 
sary prerequisite to such a plan would 
be the return to Mexico of American 
mining operators who have withdrawn 
during the recent disturbances. The

SAWDUST YIELDS TAR, LIME, 
A LIGHT OIL AND CHARCOAL 


Scientist Discovers Method for Dis- 
tilling Mill Waste and Making Prod- 
ucts Marketable Immediately. 
SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 4.—Experi- 
ments at the University of Washing- 
ton by Lloyd D. Davis of the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Chemistry, and Dr, 
W. D. Davidson of the University of 
Lritish Columbia, have resulted in the 
discovery of ‘a process .-of distilling 
saw mill waste by means of which tar, 
a light oil, acetate of lime and char- 
coal are obtained and marketable at 

once. 

The tar, 40 gallons for each cord of 
wood distilled, is of medium consis- 
tency. The light oil ts immediately 
niarketable for use in ogre refining and 
the yield is 12 gallons to the cord. 
Eighty pounds of. acetate of lime is 
obtained from each cord of wood and 
900 pounds of charcoal.

SHAKSPEARE GETS 
HIS BIGGEST CROWD 


AT THEY. P. PARADE 


Draws ‘‘House”’ Six Miles Long, 
Packed Dozens Deep, Filling 
Windows and Stands. 


A NEW STYLE OF ACTING 


“Did Georgie Cohan Ever Pack 
‘Em Like This?’’ Asks Wil- | 
liam of Lady McBeth. 


Mr. Shakspeare came to town last 
evening with what was perhaps the 
biggest company of players he ever had 


anywhere, and he drew a “house’’ that 
was six miles long, packed a dozen or 
more deep on each side of the street. 
and filling windows and grand stands 


all the way. 

It was the thirty-ninth annual Veiled 
Prophet parade, and ‘‘The Plays of 
Shakspeare’’ was the theme, as an- 
nounced on the standard ahead of float 
number two, right behind the Prophet's 
own. Twenty other floats, each repre- 
senting one of the plays, followed. 

Will of Avon himself was standing on 
that second float, and he was heard to 
remark to Lady Macbeth, who posed 
zracefully near him, ‘‘Some crowd! And 
they say Shakspeare means empty 
seats! I ask you now, did Georgie 
Cohan ever stand ’em up like this?’’ 

New Shakspearean Acting. 

When the next float, ‘‘The Two Gen- 
tlemen of rona,’’ came along, a new 
style of Shakspearean acting was re- 
vealed. There was the correct forest 
‘set,’ and there were the two gentle- 
men and the distressed lady. But, in- 
stead of addressing themselves to the 
“business of the scene, the three stood 
waving their hands and throwing kisses 
at the groundlings on either side of the 
line of march. Which was Valentine, 
the hero, and which was Proteus, the 
villain? Nobody could tell. 

“Julius Caesar—the Assassination” 
was the next float. Here again, instead 
of circling about e doomed Caesar, 
the conspirators stood facing the street, 
and bestowing salutations as genédrous- 
ly as a presidential nominee in a close, 
state. This is perhaps the way that 
Booth, Macready and: the other old- 
time masters would have played Shaks- 
peare, if they had thought of it, and 
Mantell and Sir Herbert Tree may yet 
take a lesson from the merry crew of 
the Prophet’s train. 

Fine for King Lear. 

King Lear, soon afterward, was seen 
on his couch, not heaping maledictions 
on his heartless daughters, but blandly 
wafting a good-evening to the spectators 
in the upper windows. Imogen, Corio- 
lanus, Rosalind, Viola, the Two Dromios, 
Falstaff, Cleopatra, Hamlet, Ariel, Dog- 
berry and his court, and Titania and 
Bottom, were some of the figures who, 
with the groups around them, followed 
the same style of portrayal. 

But Romeo and Juliet placed them- 
selves in a class alone, by devoting 
themselves, not to the crowd, but to 
each other. The makers of the parade 
were generous with them, giving them a 
vine-clad and moonlit balcony which was 
enough to awaken poetry even in the 
heart of an amateur player wearing a 
wire mask. 

The veil of anonymity, which the 
Veiled Prophet casts over all his follow- 
ers prevents the bestowal of the proper 
personal credit for the Romeo and Jullet 
performance. Juliet, who did not weigh 
a pound over 190, alternated tango steps 
with the embraces which she gave Ro- 
meo, whenever Romeo could pull him- 
self up far enough to get within her 
reach. 

In the case of Juliet, as with the other 
feminine characters, the traditions of 
Shakspeare’s own Globe Theater, and 
other Elizabethan playhouses, were fol- 
lowed, for the women’s parts were all 
taken by men. Th‘ also a tradition 
of the Veiled Prop.-ct. 

There were no long waits, except for 
the earliest comers, for the parade made 
schedule time all the way, and sliced a 
few minutes from its timetable in reach- 
ing some points. 

Crewd Hard to Estimate. 

There is no satisfactory way of esti- 
mating the numerical size.of a shifting 
crowd which extends, as this one did, 
from Fourth street to Grand avenue and 
half-way back. But if there had been 
many more persons in the jam along 
Grand avenue, the crowd might have 
become wedged in so tightly that it 
would be there yet. The downtown 
throng, particularly on Twelfth street, 


was also of unusual size.

set forth as a principle of State law 
by the Court of Appeals. The ruling is 
considered to be the most important 
victory believers in the Christian 
Science faith have ever won in this 
State. The only qualification to unlim- 
ited latitude is that. Christian Science 
practitioners in the treatment of bodily 
ailments must conform to the tenets of 
the Christian Science Church. 

The opinion, written by Judge Chase 
and handed down yesterday, was con- 
curred in by all of the six sitting 
Judges except Judge Collins, who did 
not vote. 

The test action was instituted by the 
New York County Medical Society in 
1911. It was brought against Willie Ver- 
non Cole of New York City, a Christian 
Science practitioner, who was convicted 
in 1912 of practicing medicine illegally, 
because he used the treatment prescribed 
by his church. A fine of $100 was im- 
posed. The Court of Appeals, in re- 
versing the judgment of conviction, re- 
mitted the fine and ordered a new trial.

Club, and Each Says, ‘‘How 
D’ You Do?” 


BOTH MAKE ADDRESSES 


Ex-Presidents -Combine With 
Nominee in Assault on Ad- 
ministration Policy. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Theodore Roose- 
velt and William H. Taft met at 8:45 
last night at the Union League Club. 
They shook hands just as any two gen- 
tlemen might do who had just met 
each other for the first time and, a little 
later, they shook hands with about 1200 
men who attended the reception for 
Charles E. Hughes, which was the oc- 

casion for the meeting. 

They stood in Hne together, not four 
feet apart, on the same Oriental rug, in 
the same alcove of the library of the 
club. Behind each was a green light, 
but that was merely a_ coincidence. 
From the time they shook hands until 
they marched away to the dining hall, 
where both afterward made speeches, 
all that separated them was Chauncey 
M. Depew, at one time widely known as 
“The Peach.” 

Met Again in the Elevator. 

Later in the evening Col. Roosevelt 
and Taft met again in the elevator with 
Chauncey M. Depew and George R. 
Sheldon. Col. Roosevelt, it was report- 
ed, inquired after the health of Mrs. 
Taft. They did not meet again during 
the evening. 

“We shook hands,’”’ Taft said after- 
ward, ‘‘just like any gentlemen would 
shake hands.” 

Taft arrived at the club first. He 
was cheered roundly. George T. Wilson 
and others escorted the ex-President to 
the guarded elevator and up to the li- 
brary. : 

Next in order came T. R. A mighty 
shout greeted him, and he doffed the 
black slouch hat he wears with even- 
ing clothes,and bowed as h 
hands “witty “Ree, oe 

The Colonel went into the library and 
started around the room. He shook 
hands generously with everyone he 
met. Either George R. Sheldon or Gov. 
Whitman took the Colonel by the arm 
and led the Colonel to Taft. 

Taft put his hand out first. The Colo- 
nel grasped the outstretched hand and 
each said: “How d’you do?” 

Chauncey M. Depew, smiling as usual. 
put himself in a position between the 
two men. 

A reception was held, leading Repub- 
licans marching for 70 minutes past 
Root, Hughes, Roosevelt, Depew, Taft, 
Gen. Porter, Gov. Whitman, Senator 'A. 
B. Fall, Gov. Beekman of Rhode Island, 
William R. Willeox, Calder, Senator 
John W. Weeks, George von L. Meyer, 
Robert Bacon and William Cameron 
Forbes. Among those with whom Roose- 
velt shook hands were Senator Penrose 
and ex-Gov. Odell. 


The administration was vigorously as- 
sailed in the speeches which Hughes, 
Roosevelt and Taft made from the same 
platform at the club. 


“We have heard in recent days,”’ 
Hughes said, ‘“‘that the alternative of 
the policy of the present administration 
is war. I think that the alternative of 
the present administration is peace 
with honor.”’ 

“‘We are not courting a struggle, but 
I do say with all seriousness that we 
have been living in a period of national 
humiliation:”’ 

*““Good!"" shouted Col. Roosevelt. 
Cordial Greeting to Roosevelt. 
To cries of “Teddy, Teddy, Teddy,” 
Col. Roosevelt ascended the platform at 

the close of Hughes’ address. 

“‘No man has a right to claim spirit- 
ual kinship with Abraham Lincoln if 
he is too proud to fight,’’ Col. Roose- 
velt said. “Fifty odd years ago there 
were men in this country who were too 
proud to fight, but they were not found 
in this club and they did not vote for 
Abraham Lincoln. 

“Fifty odds years ago there were men 
in the nation that were too proud to 
fight the foe of the nation, but they 
were perfectly willing to fight the police 
and the draft riots. 

“And now, in the greatest crisis that 
we have seen since the Civil War, in 
the greatest crisis of the world as a 
whole that the world has seen since 
the Napoleonic wars—it is our duty and 
privilege to stand once more for the 
principles for which the men of the 
early sixties, who founded this club, 
stood; to stand for peace, honestly and 
sincerely by every honorable expedient, 
but to stand for it in that effective way 
which means that the man standing 
for it asks it as a right, in the spirit 
of justice, and does not cringe for it 
as a favor to be granted contemptuous- 
ly by a wrongdoer. 

Ridicules Mexican Conference. 

“I believe that on the whole the Get- 
tysburg speech and the second inaugur- 
al were the two greatest speeches ever 
delivered. If, after the Gettysburg 
speech, Abraham Lincoln had appointed 
a conference of the type now sitting in 
Atlantic City, we would not think of 
the Gettysbury speech except with bit- 
terness or laughter. 

“If, after the second inaugural, Abra- 
ham Lincoln had sanctioned the reten- 
tion of slavery in any form in this na- 
tion, we should hang our heads when- 
ever we thought of that inaugural or of 
Abraham .

FROM ENGLAND DAILY 


New Machines Go to Front to Replace Those on 
Somme-— Channel Crossed in 
Eight Minutes.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Oct.. 4-—Never were such 
numbers of planes employed and never 
did they play such an important part 
as in the battle of the Somme. The 
wastage of British planes at the front 
has been supplied by new planes flown 
across the channel from England, where 
after coming from the factory, they 
are tested out at a home aerodrome. 
The record time in crossing the chan- 
nel at the narrowest point, where the 
distance is 22 miles, is eight minutes.

Back After Another. . 

As the machine crossed that tape, the 
correspondent looked again at his watch 
and saw that the time elapsed was 17 
minutes.

Gov. Major Explains That Delay Will 
Save Special Election to File

A dispatch from Jefferson City to the 
Post-Dispatch today said that Gov.

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UNNATURALLY TIRED 


Some men and many women feel 
tired all the time. This is not nat- 
ural.

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'1000-YARD TUNNEL 
TAKEN BY FRENGH 
FORCE IN GrilLLY 


Germans in Shaft Refuse to Sur- 


render Until Threatened ~ 
With Shelling. 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY ON 
THE SOMME FRONT, Oct. 4.—How 
the village of Chilly was taken from 
the Germans in one brilliant dash by 
French regiments was related today by 


participants in the action to the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press when 
he visited that position, which is one 
of the most important on the entente 
allied line. 

The artillery preparation lasted two 
days. Everything in the village of Mau- 
court was razed. Scarcely even the 
foundation of a wall remained standing 
in Chilly, where the Germans had 
massed their strength underground. En- 
tanglement after entaglement of 
barbed wire was cut out by the shells. 

Then the French, who had assembled 
in the most advanced dugouts, dashed 
out. The first wave reached and cleared 
the German front line, in which the 
Germans had retaken their places after. 
the artillery had ceased to fire and they 
were able to emerge from their bur- 
rows. They were all killed or captured. 

The wave of French then partly crept, 
partly ran in short dashes to the sec- 
end line, and the second wave of 
French troops advanced in support to 
occupy the first Germgn line. 


Germans Enter Tunnel. 
Meanwhile, trom somewhere under- 


ground, came a large pnody of Germans. 
The French bayonetted some of the 
Germans, the rest of whom disappeared 
into a tunnel. Cats to surrender availed 
nothing and it was impossible to fol- 
low. Then the French built a sandbiz 
redoubt around the tunnel and waited. 
The first French wave went on and 
took the second and third German links 
within Chilly itself. Then, from the 
other end the tunnel, German troops .e- 
gan to emerge. Their exit was brought 
to an end by a French detachment. 

The French line which had been ad- 
vancing directly. eastward, suddenly 
found itself enfiladed and executed a 
brilliant pivot and took trenches to a 
depth of a mile and a half. 

Germans in an unknown number Were 

in the tunnel in the rear and obsti- 
nately refused to surrender. For 18 
hours they held out, until a captured 
wounded German was sent in to inform 
them that the French would shell them 
out. Thereupon, they sortied in groups 
until more than 400 men and 10 officers 
were captured. 
The Associated Press correspondent 
today went through the tunnel, which 
is nearly 1000 yards in length, with an 
18-inch railroad track running from be- 
ginning to end. Inside at a depth of 12 
yards, were sleeping quarters, munition 
depots, an infirmary, with the most 
modern surgical instruments, fresh wa- 
ter wells, tons of equipment, electric 
lights and ventilating pipes. The sides 
and roof were boarded up and it was 
possible to walk nearly upright, al- 
though at some places it was necessary 
to crouch, and many parts were inun- 
cated. 


Exit Is in Chilly. 
The entrance of the tunnel was to- 


ward Maucourt, the exit in the center 
of Chilly, where was found the German 
commandant’s. apartment of several 
rooms, with painted walls, solid doors, 
chairs, tables, beds and a telephone sys- 
tem. At a depth of 40 feet was an ex- 
cavation sufficiently large to hold a 
whole company of soldiers. 

This position now is in the hands of 
the French and still subjected to an in- 
termittent bombardment from the Ger- 
man lines about a mile away, and any 
movement brings a salvo of shells.

Evolution of Event From Purely 
Social Function Strongly 
Marked Last Night. 


MORE TRULY A PAGEANT 


Provides Main Show, to Which 
Professional Entertainment 
Is Secondary. 


More than ever before did the Veiled 
Prophet’s thirty-ninth annual bal!, iast 
night at the Coliseum, reveal this func- 
tion’s evolution from a purely social 
event into St. Louis’ biggest and most 
resplendent community pageant, with 
the city’s leading citizens and fairest 
@aughters in the role of mimes rather 
than in their proper persons, with the 
fiction of the mysterious seer’s choice of 


a Queen serving for plot, and with the 
professional entertainment that was pro- 
vided shrunk to the dimensions of a play 
within a play. 

And, as is appropriate in a community 
spectacle, it was not so much in individ- 
vals as in the mass groupings that tle 
highest beauty and drama were discov- 
ered. The audience itself, filling the 
great auditorium, tier on tier to the roof, 
packing the aisles against the walls and 
congested in the space outside the ropes 
fn the arena, was a sight to make the 
breath catch. Even after those in the 
mudience had poured down upon the 
floor tha sense of theatric unreality per- 

, sisted, so that they seemed some vast 
chorus entering into its part in the ac- 
tion. 

Illusion Helped by Costumes. 

The illusion was especially heightened 
this year by the presence, in the multi- 
farious costumes of their period and 
station, of the children of Shakspeare’s 
brain, the impersonators from the floats 
of thé Veiled Prophet's parade assem- 
bling into one glittering gathering the 
poet’s Orlando and Rosalind, his Touch- 
stone and Audrey, his Romeo and Juliet, 
his Prince Hal and Falstaff, his Hamlet 
and Ophelia, his Ariel and Puck, and a 
hundred other Kings and Queens, heroes 
and ladies, buffoons and fairies. When 
the kaleidoscopically gowned ladies and 
black-garbed gentlemen of the present 
stepped down among the sprites of the 
bard’s fancy, it seemed no more than 
a dramatic joining of hands between 
lords and ladies four centuries apart ‘n 
time. 

To the audience's correct feeling that 
it was witnessing a play rather thay a 
dance Was in part due an unwonted in- 
cident at the end, which went to prove 
that the term ‘‘ball,’’ used to describe 
the event, is becoming more and more 
@ misnomer. Previously, general dane- 
ing had immediately followed the laa- 
eers, performed according to tradition 
by the Prophet, his new queen, and their 
<ourtiers. 

Last night the bandmaster lavished 
the most alluring lilts of a Waldteufel 
waltz, the first number of the ball pro- 
gram, and lavished them in vain. Nota 
toe stirred to dance. Instead, the audi- 
ence, as if enterihg into the spectacle, 
Passed in throngs before the Queen's 
Gais, like subjects rendering homage. 
It became a courtly reception instead 
of a ball. The spectators in the gallery, 
most of whom faced a struggle for foot- 
hold on overcrowded street cars and 
long rides home, clung to their seats, 
gensing that the curtain had not yet 
fallen on the stage. 

With the. second dance number, a one- 
step, a few couples in tht center of the 
floor ventured upon its measures, but 

‘most still remained motionless. It was 
not until the third number, a fox-trot, 
that dancing became general. But in 
half an hour only scattered couples re- 
mained on the floor.

In the place of such 
predecessors as Scotti, Alma Gluck and 
Sophie Braslau, the vocal soloist was 
Miss Lydia Locke, a coloratura soprano. 
St. Louis is Miss Locke's native city, 
and her homecoming, after opera experi- 
ences in London, could not have been 
under more brilliant auspices. 

It is perhaps unfair to judge of a 
voice by its performance in the Coli- 
seum, for most vocalists singing there 
have complained of its acoustics. But

Plans for a vigorous carmpaign to raise 
a $50,000 guarantee fund were started 
at a meeting Of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the St. Louis Symphony Society 
today. 

The Symphony Orchestra for a num- 
ber of years has been operated under 
an annual deficit approximately of $8,-

Harvey, who was the first to propose! lar juncture in our progress as a nation 


is the better equipped and the more 
likely to render the highest public serv- 
ice and which of the two designated 
leaders is the more ecrtain to ‘preserve, 
protect and defend’ the Constitution of 
the United tSates? Brushing aside, as 
well we may at such a time, all minor 
considerations, we find the overpowering 
issues to be: 

“1. Military and industrial prepared- 
ness. 

Ma Government by and for the peo- 
pie. 

“8. National honor and opportunity. 

Speed and Skill Needed. 

“Credit for the provision of military 
enlargement may fairly be apportioned 
evenly between the united opposition 
which, under the invigorating champion- 
ship of Mr. Roosevelt, aroused a public 
sentiment which Mr. Wilson could not 
afford to ignore, and the converted ad- 
ministration itself, which finally, after 
losing two precious years, coerced a re- 
luctant Congress into actual perform- 
ance. Adequate funds have been provid- 
ed at last, and the program adopted 
is pronounced satisfactory. But the mere 
appropriation of large sums of money 
does not suffice, The question now is 
one of celerity and efficacy in construo- 
tion. 

“Could Josephus Daniels build a great 
navy in the shortest possible time if he 
would? And would he ff he could? These 
are the pregnant queries which rise in- 
evitably in all thoughtful minds at a 
time when speed and skill are the prime 
requisites. That both must be answered 
decisively in the negative is, we believe, 
the universal judgment. 

_“Reourring, then, to our queries, we 
answer that Mr. Daniels has neither the 
skill nor the will to expend effectively 
the great sums of money to be drawn 
from the people by their express com- 
mand for immediate protection. Once let 
him realize on Nov. 7 and he ts fixed 
irrevocably in authority for another four 
years, quick reversion to his early and 
real predilections will follow, obstacle 
will be piled*upon’ obstacle, delay will 
succeed delay, our first line of defense, 
already gravely tmpaired, will be shat- 
tered and the navy itself, from the high- 
est active Admiral to the humblest 
sailor, will raise hands to high heaven 
in. disgust and despair. 

Fears Misuse of Power. 

“Worst and most sinister of all is the 
provision in the new bill which changes 
promotion by seniority to promotion by 
selection. That the new method is pref- 
erable to that which prevailed under the 
unpopular plucking board we can readily 
belleve. That it would prove advantage- 
ous, moreover, under the direction of a 
capable, honorable and unbiased secre- 
tary ie quite probable. But when one re- 
calls the gross favoritism practiced dur- 
ing the last three years; the persistent 
demoting and humillating of officers un!i- 
versally recognized as the most compe- 
tent In the navy, the constant punishing 
of those impelled by a sense of duty to 
their country to speak the truth, the ly- 
ing about Admiral Fiske’s recommenda- 
tions and the repeated gratifying of per- 


sonal grudges, the mere contemplation 
of Josephus Daniels being vested with 
this tremendous power incites a feeling 
little short of horror. 

“Despite the surpassing mental and 
moral excellence of the new Secretary 
of War as contrasted with his colleague, 
the army situation is even more discour- 
aging than that of the navy. While it 
is well within the range of possibility 
that the President could. have obtained 
more promising legislation if he had 
stood squarely by his pledge to Secretary 
Garrison, there is much to be said in 
extenuation of his abrupt reversal of 
position. Wndenilably the Democratio 
majority in Congress was more strongly 
oppesed to the continental army plan 
than to any proposal theretofore en- 
forced upon them by the éxecutive. It 
is indeed doubtful whether their ac- 
knowledged leader, the unjustly abused 
Mr. Hay, even if he had been willing 
to make the attempt, could have fetched 
them into line. If the President, instead 
of twisting and squirming and vainly 
trying to becloud the issue to save his 
face as master, had frankly admitted 
that he was unable to seoure what he 
thought wad best and must perforce ac- 
cept what he could get, the country 
would have held him, if not his party, 
blameless, But the fateful ‘compromise’ 
followed and the outcome was the in- 
evitable hodgepodge, whose sole merit is 
a trifling theoretical increase in the 
regular army, which has not yet been 
and seems not likely soon to be realized. 

Result of Muddling. 

‘The plain fact is that the amorphous 
scheme of ‘Federalizing the militia’ has 
already proved abortive. It is hardly 
conceivable that even the huge sums of 
money allotted te the state organiza- 
tions, only to be squandered fn profligate 
fashion, as indicated by the records uf 
previous expenditures under the Dick 
bill, submitted with telling force by Sen- 
ator Borah, could have produced 89 
much as a semblance of success, But if 
anything were needed to affix the finality 
of failure at the very outset it quickly 
appeared in the blundering of the War 
Department’s call to arms, which con- 
vinced every guardsman sent to the bor- 
der that he had been tricked into an en- 
listment which he never intended to 
make. The immediate effect is already 
seen in the impossibility of filling militia 
companies, and the ultimate outcome, itn 
all probability, will be the doom of the 
very national guard which the ill-fated 
measure was designed to exalt and per- 
petuate. 

“Here, then, beyond question to our 
mind, asa the direct consequence of boot- 
less muddling, is the most difficult prob- 
lem confronting the incoming adminis- 
tration. And yet, if all the advantage 
of adequate appropriations already ob- 
tained is not to be sacrificed and all hope 
of true preparedness is not to be aban-

the railway companies, which had only 
revenues to lose and properties to dam- 
age; they threatened the people, all of 
the helpless and unoifending people in 
every city and hamlet in the land, with 
hunger or starvation unless within a 
fortnight the Government should impose 
upon their employers, under the specious 
and false guise of an ‘eight-hour day’ 
which they themselves would not accept, 
an increase of 25 per cent in wages.

on their side to take care of the events,’

Not before the latter part of Novem- 
ber, at the earliest, will there be an ap- 
preciable decrease in the call upon the 
St. Louis Pure Milk Commission for the 
diet it provides for ailing infants, and 
the demand at present, as it has been 
well nigh all the past season, is heavy 
and urgent. 

About one-fourth of all the milk dis- 
tributed by the Pure Milk Commission 
is absolutely free. Wherever there is 
need for the diet and no means of pay- 
ment by the parents or guardians of 
the ‘babies, the milk is provided cheer- 
fully and promptly. Where part pay- 
ments are practicable they are accepted, 
and in other cases Yull prices are col- 


liected for the milk. The number of de- 


liveries on the free basis at this time, 
according to Secretary Mortland of the 
commission, closely approaches 400, and 
the estimated cost of this urgent serv- 
ice is $1 a week for each client. 

The ¢ommission, which has limited 
fixed resources in the form, of annual 
subscriptions from men and women who 
realize the vital need of the institution 
of the baby life of the community is to 
be safeguarded, has been under heavy 
additional expense the last summer be- 
cause of the milk wagon drivers’ Mtrike. 
While there -gvere established a number 
of special staftons where pure milk could 


for the milk was imperative were more 
or less remote from stations. Ordinarily 
these cases are served through a dairy 
company, but this was impracticable 
since the strike began and the commis- 
sion made special arrangements to get 
the milk to the infants promptly in or- 
der that there might be no added risk 
to their lives or health. 

The Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free 
Ice Fund has for years been able to 
substantially reinforce the commission’s 
resources as Well as to supply hundreds 
of destitute families’ in which there 
were infants with free ice during the 
heated term. The latter demand has 
been fully taken care of this season 
and no further expense in that line is 
necessary. Between the demand for 
free ice and payments of Milk Com- 
mission bills there is virtually no bal- 
ance remaining.of the Milk and Ice 
Fund of less than $4000. It is for the 
further aid of the Milk Commission in 
its task of furnishing a diet of vital 
consequence to hundreds of babies, on 
a wholly free basis, that the additional 
$1200 is asked for the fund. That would 
raise it to $6000 and enable the commis- 
sion to carry forward its extensive’ pro- 
gram of relief without interruption. The 
children have been the chief instru- 
ments in accumulating the fund to date 
and the balance urgently needed is but a 
trifling sum to ask of the adult popula- 
tion. The September bill of the com- 
mission amounts to $495.96.

Fifteen per cent of value is 
the standard in many sections. 

Taxation is probably lower in Missouri than in 
Kansas or any other state, but-it is no particular 
credit te us.

“They (Washington and Lincoln) pos- 
sessed the stern valor of patriotism 
which bade them put duty first, not 
safety first: which bade them accept 
war rather than an unrighteous and 
disastrous peace. 

Tories and Copperheads. 

“There were peace-at-any-price men 
in the days of Washington. They were 
the Tories. There were peace-at-any- 
price men in the days of Lincoln. They 
were the Copperheads. The men who 
now with timid hearts and quavering 
voices praise Mr. Wilson for having kept 
us out of war, are the spiritual heirs 
of the Tories of 1776, and the Copper- 
heads of 1864. The men. who followed 
Washington at Trenton and Yorktown, 
and who suffered with him through the 
winter at Valley Forge, and the men 
who wore the blue under Grant, and 
the gray under Lee, were men of valor | 
who sacrificed everything to serve the | 
right as it was given them to see the 
right. They spurned with contemptu- 
ous indignation the counsels of the fee- 
ble and cowardly folk who in their day 
spoke for peace-at-any-price.”* 

If human language means anything, 
then this tirade of Roosevelt’s is a plain 
indictment of President Wilson as a 
Tory, a Copperhead, and a traitor to the 
United States because he did not make 
war upon Germany.

BOSTON, Oct. 4.—Distribution of 
reserved seat tickets for the world’s 
series baseball games in this city 
between the Brooklyn Nationals and 
the ‘Boston Americans, which will 
open on Saturday, began today. Each 
of the 27,000 seats available for res- 
ervation was covered by applications, 
officials of the local club said. 

Almost immediately after the receipt 
by mail this morni of the notices + 
allotments, successful applicants ap- 
peared at the club box offices at Fen- 
way Park. Ticket distribution prior ‘to 
the date of the opening 
made from there, althoug 
will be played at Braves’ 
grounds of the local National 
club. 

To prevent the congestion which in- 
terfered with traffic in the vicinity of 
Braves’ Field last year. new arrange- 
ments by the police and club officials 
were made today. Sale of admission 
seats at $1 and SW cents will be made 
from offices on the side of the grounds 
opposite the grandstand entrances, thus 
obviating the crush which kept many 
holders of reserved seats from the 
games last year. These new gates will 
be opened at 9 o’clock on the morning 
of the games.

On Basis of Earned-Run E€Effi- 
ciency, National Leaguers 
Have Slight Advantage, 
Figures Show. 


If the records of the pitchers for the 
Superbas and Red Sox made during the 
regular campaign are taken as a crite- 
rion, then the National League flingers 
have a little something on those for the 


A. L. 

The Aatest averages show that Mar- 
quard, Cheney, Pfeffer, Smith and 
Coombs, the Superba regulars, have al- 
lowed an average of 2.07 earned runs per 
battle, against 2.43 for the Red Sox 
twirlers. 

But then the fact that the American 
League is generally conceded as being 
the stronger, must be taken into con- 
sideration. On this basis, the two staffs 
on figures are almost equal in strength, 
but for individual stars the Red Sox 
staff is ranked as one of the best in 
the majors today. 


Foster Below 1915 Form. | 
The poor work of George Foster, the 
hero of the 1915 world’s series, who has 


not pitched near his 1915 form, mae pes 
a big crimp in the Red Sox figures 

ter last season allowed an average of 
2912 earned runs- per battle, while this 
year it is 3.07, and Foster has pitched 
only 179 innings, against 255 in 1915. 

The great twirling of three come- 
backs, Marquard, Cheney and Coombs, 
has helped the Superbas. Marquard has 

elded 1.77 earned markers per battle, 

heney 1.84 and Coombs 2.52. 

“Babe” Ruth, the husky southpaw, 
has proved the star of the mound men 
on arrigan’s club. He has won ® 
games, lost 12 and yielded 6 earned 
runs in 292 innings, an average of 2,01 
per contest. This figure gives him a 
good lead on all his mates. 


How Pitchers Compare. 


Figured together, the five Superba 
regulars have won 75 games and lost 43, 
against 80 victories and 53 defeats for 
the Red Sox. The Superba hurlers have 
pitched 1022 innings and allowed 235 runs 
and those for the Red Sox $11 markers 
in 1149 frames. Following are the fig- 
ures: 

BROOKLYN.

an opening in the line for a big 
gain. 

It was also a who 
fooled the crimson eleven, slip- 
ping the ball up under thé baek 
of his jersey, a touchdown re- 
sulting. 

It was an aborigine who intro- 
duced the blocking method of 
throwing oneself at the legs of 
the opposition, to break up the 
r= method which is in gen- 
eral use now, and is known as 
*“Indianizing,” today. 

It was'a native who made.the 
most of the short or basket ball 
pass. Instances of Carlisle inge- 
nuity might be multiplied. 

Much of the credit for origi- 
nating these methods must go to 
Glenn Warner, now conch of the 
great Pitteburg University elev- 
en. At the same time, none but

Hughes would follow Roosevelt to that 
extremity. 

Recalls Battle Creek Speech. 

But now comes Roosevelt speaking at 
Battle Creek, Mich., under the auspices 


Siof the National Republican Committee, 


and with the full sanction and authority 


a speech which I repeat is a bold and 
unqualified declaration that Wilson is to 
be condemned becauge he has not made 
war upon Germany coupled with a flat 
assurance that Mr. Hughes will reverse 
all of Wilson’s policies. His speech is 
@ war cry. If the people were to har- 
ken to his voice, we would be mobiliz- 
ing troops within 24 hours. Listen: 

“The supporters of Mr. Wilson say 
that the American people should vote 
for him because he has kept us out of 
war. It is worth while to remember 
that this is a claim that cannot be ad- 
vanced either on behalf of Washington 
or of Lincoln. Neither Washington or 
Lincoln kept us out of war. Americans 
and the people of the world at large 
now reverence the memories of these 
two men because, and only because they 
put righteousness before peace.”’ 

Thus, in his appeal against Wilson’s 
policy of peace he adopts a demagogic 
subterfuge by appealing in the name of 
Washington and Lincoln against a pol- 
icy of peace. He continues: 

“They (Washington and Lincoln) pos- 
sessed the stern valor of patriotism 
which bade them put duty first, not 
safety first: which bade them accept 
war rather than an unrighteous and 
disastrous peace. 

Tories and Copperheads. 

“There were peace-at-any-price men 
in the days of Washington. They were 
the Tories. There were peace-at-any- 
price men in the days of Lincoln. They 
were the Copperheads. The men who 
now with timid hearts and quavering 
voices praise Mr. Wilson for having kept 
us out of war, are the spiritual heirs 
of the Tories of 1776, and the Copper- 
heads of 1864. The men who followed 
Washington at Trenton and Yorktown, 
and who suffered with him through the 
winter at Valley Forge, and the men 
who wore the blue under Grant, and 


who sacrificed everything to serve the 
right as it was given them to see the 
right. They spurned with contemptu- 
ous indignation the counsels of the fee- 
ble and cowardly folk who in their day 
spoke for peace-at-any-price.’”* 

If human language means anything, 
then this tirade of Roosevelt’s is a plain 
indictment of President Wilson as a 
Tory, a Copperhead, and a traitor to the 
United States because he did not make 
war upon Germany.

German Exchange Wea 

“On the exchange market a further 
decline in rates on Teutonic countries 
was the incident of the day. Exchange 
on Vienna showed weakness which, con- 
sidering the extremely limited occasion 
for dealing in it at New York,:-must have 
been bad on the movement at other neu- 
tral markets. It practically touched the 
low level of war time, being offered at 
11.96 cents to the Austrian crown, 
against a par of 20.3 cents—a deprecia- 
tion.of 41% per‘cent. This is the great- 
est discount quoted on the currency of 
any important European country, not 
excepting Russia. 

“People outside the foreign exchange 
market will probably say that such de- 
preciation reflects not only the extreme- 
ly bad financial and economic situation 
which prevailed in Austria, even when 
her reckless Government precipitated 
this great war, but also the collapse of 
her military prestige and the ugly prob- 
lems arising in her domestic politics. 
Exchange on Berlin was also slightly 
lower today. 

The Clearings Statement. 

“The compilation published today by 
the Clearing House of the reports of 
New York City national banks to the 
Government, under date of Sept. 12, has 
some figures worth noticing. One of the 
items in these reports, which does not 
appear in the weekly New York bank 
statement, is the amount of investment 
securities held, exclusive of those 
pledged against ‘circulation or public de- 
posits.
